U.S.  Export  Sales  Highlights 

This  summary  is  based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  period  Aug.  2-8,  1985. 

Wheat:  Sales  of  623,000  metric  tons  ( MT )  were  nearly  double  the  previous  week's  level  and 
one-quarter  higher  than  the  4-week  average.  The  major  increases  involved  unknown 
destinations  (165,500  MT),  Ecuador  (137,000  MT),  Pakistan  (90,000  MT),  and  Kenya  (78,400  MT— 
the  first  purchases  for  this  marketing  year).  Exports  of  530,200  MT  topped  the  prior  week  by 
one-third  and  were  19  percent  larger  than  the  4-week  average.  The  principal  destinations 
included  Brazil  (84,800  MT),  South  Korea  (75,200  MT),  Indonesia  (63,100  MT),  Nigeria 
(50,800  MT),  and  Japan  (47,800  MT). 

Corn:  Sales  increases  of  334,900  MT  for  the  current  marketing  year  and  142,200  for  the  next 
marketing  year  fell  by  nearly  one-half  from  the  combined  total  of  the  week  earlier.  Sales 
for  this  year  were  mainly  to  Spain  (71,800  MT),  Belgium  (62,200  MT),  Egypt  (50,900  MT), 

South  Korea  (50,000  MT),  and  Tunisia  (48,700  MT).  Sales  for  1985/86  were  reported  for  Japan 
(91,400  MT)  and  unknown  destinations  (50,800  MT).  Exports  of  513,200  MT  were  6  percent 
higher  than  the  previous  week  and  2  percent  over  the  4-week  average.  Japan  (205,300  MT)  was 
the  leading  destination.  Other  destinations  included  Spain  (71,800  MT),  Belgium  (62,200  MT), 
and  Taiwan  (55,500  MT). 

Sorghum:  Sales  of  28,700  MT  for  the  current  marketing  year  and  35,600  MT  for  the  next 
marketing  year  dropped  about  three-quarters  from  the  prior  week's  combined  total.  Japan  was 
the  major  buyer,  with  14,900  MT  for  this  year  and  35,600  MT  for  next  year.  Exports  of 
128,500  MT  decreased  by  nearly  one-quarter  from  the  previous  week,  but  increased  by  nearly 
one-quarter  from  the  4-week  average.  Venezuela  (84,500  MT),  Mexico  (29,100  MT),  and  Japan 
(14,900  MT)  were  the  destinations  for  the  week's  exports. 

Rice:  Sales  increased  by  30,400  MT,  due  mainly  to  Senegal's  purchases  of  24,800  MT.  Exports 
of  39,000  MT  were  31  percent  less  than  the  week  earlier  and  3  percent  lower  than  the  4-week 
average.  Senegal  (31,000  MT)  was  the  dominant  destination,  followed  by  Saudi  Arabia 
(4,500  MT)  and  Canada  (2,000  MT). 

Soybeans:  Sales  gains  of  just  13,700  MT  for  the  current  marketing  year  were  71  percent 
smaller  than  the  previous  week's  level  and  83  percent  lower  than  the  4-week  average. 

Increases  for  Taiwan  (50,800  MT)  and  Spain  (26,800  MT)  were  partly  offset  by  reductions  for 
unknown  destinations  (50,800  MT,  which  were  shifted  to  Taiwan),  Japan  (18,300  MT),  and 
Colombia  (2,000  MT).  Sales  activity  of  142,900  MT  for  1985/86  mainly  involved  unknown 
destinations  (71,300  MT),  Japan  (28,800  MT),  and  the  United  Kingdom  (17,800  MT).  The  export 
pace  rebounded  to  175,300  MT— 3  times  the  prior  week's  low  level  and  more  than  one-quarter 
higher  than  the  4-week  average.  Taiwan  (87,700  MT),  Japan  (46,700  MT),  and  Mexico 
(34,500  MT)  were  the  principal  destinations. 

Soybean  Cake  and  Meal :  Sales  of  40,100  MT  dropped  31  percent  under  the  preceding  week's 
level  and  46  percent  below  the  4-week  average.  The  major  increases  involved  Canada 
(11,900  MT),  the  Netherlands  (11,200  MT),  and  unknown  destinations  (10,000  MT).  Sales 
activity  of  32,200  MT  for  the  1985/86  marketing  year  mainly  involved  the  Netherlands 
(18,200  MT)  and  West  Germany  (13,500  MT).  The  export  pace  accelerated  to  76,100  MT— 3  times 
the  prior  week's  marketing  year  low  and  11  percent  above  the  4-week  average.  The  Netherlands 
(38,100  MT)  and  Italy  (30,200  MT)  were  the  primary  destinations. 

Soybean  Oil:  Net  sales  of  2,200  MT  resulted  from  increases  for  Ecuador  (2,600  MT),  the 
Dominican  Republic  (500  MT),  and  the  French  West  Indies  (300  MT)  and  decreases  for  unknown 
destinations  (1,300  MT).  Exports  of  14,100  MT  recovered  from  the  marketing  year  low  of  the 
week  earlier  and  were  one-fifth  higher  than  the  4-week  average.  Major  destinations  included 
the  Dominican  Republic  (9,500  MT),  Mexico  (2,600  MT),  Haiti  (1,000  MT),  and  Jamaica 
(900  MT).  Accumulated  exports  were  reduced  by  23,100  MT  to  eliminate  duplicate  reporting  of 
shipments  to  Pakistan  in  June  and  July. 

Cotton:  Minimal  sales  activity  of  10,700  running  bales  (RB)  resulted  as  small  increases  for 
Japan  (6,100  RB),  South  Korea  (4,900  RB),  and  Italy  (1,100  RB)  were  partly  offset  by 
decreases  of  4,300  RB  for  the  USSR.  Cancellations  of  6,200  RB  for  delivery  to  South  Korea 
during  the  next  marketing  year  were  also  reported.  Exports  of  39,000  RB  were  almost 
one-quarter  lower  than  the  prior  week  and  more  than  one- third  off  the  4-week  average.  Asian 
destinations  accounted  for  70  percent  of  the  week's  shipments;  West  European,  23  percent; 
Western  Hemisphere,  4  percent;  and  African,  3  percent. 

Hides  and  Skins:  Sales  of  468,200  pieces  advanced  2  percent  from  the  preceding  week  and 
5  percent  from  the  4-week  average.  Whole  cattle  hide  sales  of  414,400  pieces  were  mainly  to 
South  Korea  (117,100  pieces),  Japan  (114,100  pieces),  and  Taiwan  (106,600  pieces).  Exports 
of  456,400  pieces  rose  11  percent  from  the  previous  week's  level,  but  fell  3  percent  from  the 
4-week  average.  Whole  cattle  hide  shipments  of  392,700  pieces  were  destined  principally  for 
Japan  (137,600  pieces).  South  Korea  (128,600  pieces),  and  Taiwan  (52,900  pieces). 

Sales  of  unsplit  wet  blue  hides  were  51,800  hides,  down  by  more  than  one-half  from  the  prior 
week's  level.  China's  purchases  of  50,000  unsplit  wet  blue  hides  were  the  major  activity. 
There  were  no  sales  of  grain  split  wet  blues  reported.  Shipments  of  81,800  hides  were  about 
4  percent  higher  than  the  prior  week  and  the  4-week  average.  The  principal  shipments  were 
67,800  unsplit  wet  blue  hides  to  China.  Sales  of  splits  increased  by  280,500  pounds, 

41  percent  lower  than  the  4-week  average.  Major  buyers  were  Hong  Kong  (121,100  pounds)  and 
Taiwan  (115,400  pounds).  Exports  of  287,100  pounds  were  about  one-quarter  less  than  the 
prior  week,  but  almost  one-quarter  more  than  the  4-week  average.  The  export  destinations 
were  Hong  Kong  (198,100  pounds),  Canada  (45,300  pounds),  and  El  Salvador  (43,800  pounds).
